ORDER 
In exércise of the powers conferred on him under sub -rule (2 ) of Rule 2 , Chapter V of K.E.Rs. 
the Director of Public Instruction in his notification read as first paper above , published as Gazette Extra 
ordinary No. 190 dated 15-3-1982 notificd the preliminary list of arcas where various categories of schools are 
to be opened /upgraded . He also called for objections or representations against the proposed list in thor 
manner prescribed . He then published in Gazette Extraordinary No. 84 dated 27-1-1983, notifica 
tion No. NS( 1) 30170/82 datcd 27-1-1983 containing the final list of arcas for opening/upgrading aided 
schools . Certain review petitions for inclusion of arcas in the final list have been reccived by Government

and after considering the same the Director of Public Instruction has been directed as per the letter 3rd 
cited to include certain areas also in the final list. In exercise of the powers conferred under sub -rule (4 ) of 
Rule ( 2) Chapter V of K. E. Rs., 1959, the Director of Public Instruction in the notification read as 4th 
paper above, published certain areas as additions to the final list of areas where new aided High 
Schools are to be opened or existing aided U. P. S. are to be upgraded , new aided U. P. Schools are to be 
opened or existing L. P. Schools are to be upgraded and new L. P. Schools are to be opened . He also in 
his notification read as 5th paper above invited applications for opening new schools and upgrading 
existing schools in the areas notified in the prescribed manner. The applications received through 
the Educational Officers concerned , were considered by the Director of Public Instruction and forwarded 
to Government with his recommendations thereon , in accordance with the provisions in rule 2A of Chapter V 
K.E.Rs. Government have considered the said applications in the light of the reports of the Educational 
Officers concerned and the Director of Public Instruction and other relevant factors and have decided that 
permission will be given for opening new schools and upgradtaion of existing schools as detailed in the 
Annexure I and II to this order; Annexure I showing the list of High Schools and Annexure II showing 
the list of L. P. Schools . - 

These schools will be permitted to be opened in the academic year 31984-85 . 

In the case of L. P. Schools only Standard I will be permitted to be opened during 1984-85 . In 
respect of new and upgraded high schools , they will open only Standard VIII during 1984-85 . 

In the case of upgradation of FL . P. Schools into U.P : Schools and sanction of L. P.Section to 
existing U. P. Schools the educational agencies must provide 13 acres of land and for High Schools with or 
without primary section they should provide 3 acres of land and for new L. P. Schools the educational 
agencies should provide one acre of land . Recognition will be given only to the educational Agency who 
produces evidence before the concerned controlling authority of having provided the required site . 

In regard to absorption of protected teachers, the orders issued by Government in G. O. (MS) 
20182 /G . Edn . dated 15-2-1982 will be implemented . Recognition will be given only on educational 
agencies giving a written agreement to abide by the conditions in the said G. 0 .

In the notification read as 1st paper, above the Director of Public Instruction with the approval 
of Government, has published the final list of areas where new Aided High Schools are to be opened or 
existing aided U. P. Schools to be upgraded and new aided U.P. Schools are to be opened 
or existing L. P. Schools are to be upgraded 

new aided L.P. 

Schools are to be opened. In the 
notification read as 2nd paper above , the Director of Public Instruction has invited application for opening 
new aided Schools or for upgrading existing schools as per the final list read as 1st paper above . In the 
letter 3rd cited the Director of Public Instruction has been directed to issue fresh notification in modification 
of the notification Ist cited , inviting applications for sanctioning new aided schools and for upgrading existing 
schools in the remaining areas included in the final lists, dated 27-1-1983 as directed in judgement in 
OP No. 4819/83 of High Court. 


In exercise of the powers conferred under sub-rule (1) of Rule 2A , Chapter V , K.E.Rs., 1959, the 
Director of Public Instruction invited applications for opening new aided schools or for upgrading existing 
aided sechools in the year 1984-85 in his notification read as 4th paper above. The application so received 
through the educational officers concerned were considered by the Director of Public Instruction and 
forwarded to Government with his recommendation thereon , in accordance with the provisions in Rule 2A of 
Chapter V of K.E.Rs. Government have considered the said applications in the light of the reports of the 
Educational Officers concerned and the Director of Public Instruction and other relevant factors and have 
decided that permission will be given for opening new schools and upgradation of existing schools as detailed 
in Annexure I and II to this order; Annexure I showing the list of High Schools and Annexure II showing 
the list of U. P. Schools , 

These Schools willbe permitted to be opened in the academic year 1984-85 . 

In the case of L.P. Schools having only standards I – IV are ordered to be upgraded and in new 
U.P. Schools sanctioned only Standard V will be permitted to be opened during 1984-85 . Where L.P. 
Schools having Standard V are ordered to be upgraded , Std . VI will be permitted to be opened during 
1984-85 . In respect of new and upgraded High Schools they will open only Standard VIII during 1984-85 . 

In the case of upgradation of L.P. Schools into U.P. Schools and sanction of L.P. Section to existing 
U.P. Schools, the educational agencies must provide 14 acres of land , for High School with or without 
primary section they should provide 3 acres of land and for new U.P. Schools , the educational agencies 
should provide one acre of land. Recognition will be given only to the educational agency who produces 
evidence before the concerned controlling authority and having provided the required site . 

In regard to absorption of protected teachers, the orders issued by Government in G.O.(MS) No. 20/82 
G.Edn . dated 15-2-1982 will be implemented . Recognition will be given only on educational agencies giving 
a written agreement to abide by the conditions in the said G.O.

AWARD 
The issue referred for adjudication by Government as per G.O.(Rt.) 
No. 59 /82 /LBR dated 20-4-1982 is the following : 

“ Reversion of Sri Joseph Antony, Senior Clerk, Valiyathovala Service 
Co-operative Bank Ltd. to the lowest rank as Peon and his subsequent 
dismissal from the service of the Bank." 

2. In the, charter of demands, copy of which is appended to the 
reference, the attack is only against the dismissal which according to the 
complaint therein is unsustainable . In the written statement filed before 
this Court the Management contends that Shri Joseph Antony committed 
grave acts of misconduct and therefore he was dismissed since those mis 
conducts were proved in a properly conducted domestic enquiry . In his 
rejoinder Shri Joseph Antony claims reinstatement contending that the 
dismissal is wholly unsustainable 

3. When the case came up - for evidence to 6-2-1984 Shri Joseph 
Antony remained absent and therefore he was declared expartc and the 
case proceeded in his absence . The Mangement has filed an affidavit in 
support of its contentions. It has also produced the relevant documents to 
show that disciplinary proceedings were properly initiated and conducted . 
The allegations proved against Shri Joseph Antony involve grave acts 
including misappropriation of substantial amounts. So the punishment of 
dismissal is proper . Hence there are no reasons to interfere with the 
punishment. The dismissal is therefore confirmed . 

4. In the result an award is passed confirming the dismissal of 
Shri Joseph Antony and declaring that he is not entitled to any reliefs .

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THE JUTE MANUFACTURES DEVELOPMENT COUNCIL ACT, 

1983 


AN 

ACT 
to provide for the establishment of a Council for the development of production of jute 
manufactures by increasing the efficiency and productivity in the jute industry , 
the financing of activities for such development and for matters connected 

therewith 
Be it enacted by Parliament in the Thirty -fourth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: 


CHAPTER I 


PRELIMINARY 


1. Short title extent and commencement.- ( 1) This Act may be called the 
Jute Manufactures Development Council Act, 1983. 

( 2 ) It extends to the whole of India , 

( 3 ) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Government 
may , by notification in the Official Gazette , appoint. 
2. Definitions. — In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires - 

( a ) “ Chairman " means the Chairman of the Council; 

(b ) " Couacil" means the Jute Manufacturer Development 
Council established under section 3 ; 

(c ) " Jute manufacture " shall have the samemeaning as assigned 
to it in the Jute Manufactures Cess Act, 1983; 

(d ) : " member" means a member of the Council and includes the 
Chairman ; 

(c) " prescribed " means prescribed by rules made under this Act ; 

(f) " year " mcans the year commencing on the 1st day of July and 
ending on the 30th day of June next following . 


CHAPTER 11 
THE JUTE MANUFACTURES DEVELOPMENT COUNCIL 
3. Establishment and constitution of the Council.- (1) With effect from such 
date as the CentralGovernment may, by notification in the Official Gazette 
appoint in this behalf , there shall be established for the purposes of this 
Act , a Council to be called the Jute Manufactures Development Council. 
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(2) The Council shall be a body corporate by the name aforesaid , 
having perpetual succession and a common seal, with power to acquire, 
hold and dispose of property, both movable and immovable, and to contract, 
and shall by the said name sue and be sued . 

( 3) The head office of the Council shall be at Calcutta in the State 
of West Bengal, and the Council may, with the previous approval of the 
Central Government, establish offices or agencies at other places in or out 
sid : India . 

(4 ) The Council shall consist of the following members, namely : 

(a) a Chairman to be appointed by the Central Government; 

(b ) such number ofmembers not exceeding eight as the Central 
Government may think fit to be appointed by it from among the 
Ministries of the Central Government dealing with 

agriculture; 
( ii ) commerce (textiles) ; 
( iii) finance ; 
(iv ) industry ; 
(v civil supplies; 
( vi) co - operation ; 

six members to be appointed by the Central Government by 
rotation in the alphabetical order to represent respectively the 
Governments of the States of Andhra Pradesh , Assam , Bihar, 
Meghalaya, Orissa, Tripura and West Bengal in which jute is cul 
tivated on a large scale : 

Provided that such appointment shall be made on the recom 
mendation of the Government of the State concerned ; 

(d) four members to be appointed by the Central Government to 
represent the producers of jute manufactures ; 

(e) two members to be appointed by the Central Government to 
represent the exporters of jute manufactures; 

(f) three members to be appointed by the Central Government to 
represent the growers of jute ; 

(8). three members to be appointed by the Central Government to 
represent the interests of workmen employed in factories producing jute 
manufactures; 

(h ) five members to be appointed by the Central Government 
from amongst persons who , in the opinion of the Central Government, 
are experts in jute technological research , jute marketing are agri 
cultural economics. 

(5 ) Thc Council shall elect , from amongst its members, a Vice 
Chairman who shall exercise such of the powers and perform such of the 
functions of the Chairman as may be prescribed or as may be delegated 
to him by the Chairman , 
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(6 ) The term of office and other conditions of service of the members 
and the manner of filling vacancies among, and the procedure to be followed 
in the discharge of their functions by , the members shall be such as may 
be prescribed . 

( 7) Any officer of the Central Government, not being a member of 
the Council, when deputed by that Governinent in this behalf, shall have 
the right to attend the meetings of the Council and take part in the proceed 
ings thereof, but shall not have the right to vote. 

(8 ) The Council may associate with itself, in such manner, subject to 
such conditions and for such purposes as may be prescribed , any person 
whose assistance or advice it may desire in complying with any of the 
provisions of this Act and a person so associated shall be entitled to receive 
such allowances or fees as may be fixed by the Central Government and 
shall have the right to take part in the proceedings of the Council relevant 
to the purpose for which he has been associated , but shall not have the 
right to vote . 

(9) No act or proceeding of the Council or any committee appointed 
by it under section 5 shall be invalidated merely by reason of - 

(a ) any vacancy in , or any defect in the constitution of, the 

Council or such committee ; or 
(b ) any defect in the appointmentof a person acting as a member 
of the Council or such committee; or 

(c) any irregularity in the procedure of the Council or such 
committee not affecting the merits of the case . 

(10 ) The Council shall meet at such times and places and shall observe 
such rules of procedure in regard to the transaction of business at its 
meetings (including the quorum at meetings) as may be prescribed . 


4. Salary and allowances and other conditions of service of Chairman and 
other members.- (1) The Chairman shall be entitled to such salary and 
allowances and shall be subject to such conditions of service in respect of 
leave, pension , provident fund and other matters as may from time to time 
be fixed by the Central Goverımcnt. 

(2 ) The other members of the Council shall deceive such allowances 
as may be fixed by the Central Government. 


(5 ) Committees of the Council .- (1) The Council may appoint such 
committees as may be necessary for the efficient discharge of its dutics and 
performance of its functions under this Act. 

( 2) The Council shall have the power to co-opt as members of any 
committee appointed under sub -section (1) such number of persons who 
are not members if the Council as it may think fit and the persor s so 
co - opted shall have the right to attend mectings of the committee and 
take part in its proceedidgs but shall not have the right to vote . 


The persons co -opted as members of a committeo under sub . 
section (2 ) shall be entitled to receive such allowances or fees for attend 
ing the meetings of the committee as may be fixed by the Central Govern 


ment . 


6 . Officers of the Council and other staff: - (1) Subject to the provisions 
of this Act , every person employed by the Juto Manufacturers Develop , 
ment Council established under sub-section (1) of section 6 of thé 
Industries (Development and Regulation ) Act , 1951, (65 of 1951) immedi 
ately before the date of establishment of the Council under section 3. of 
this Act, shall, on and from such date, become an employee of the Council 
with such designation as the Council may determine and shall hold his 
office or service therein by the same tenure , at the same remuneration 
and upon the same terms and conditions as he would have held on such 
date if the Council had not been established and shall continue to do 
so unless and until his employment in the Council is terminated or until 
such tenure , remuneration and terms and conditions are duly altered by 
the Council : 


Provided that the tenure, remuneration and terms and conditions of 
service of any such person shall not be altered to his disadvantage with 
out the previous approval of the Central Government. 

(2) Every employee holding any office under the Central Govern . 
ment immediately before the date of establishment of the Council solely 
or mainly for or in connection with such matters as are relevant to the 
functions of the Council under this Act, shall , on and from such date , be 
treated as on deputation with the Council but shall hold his office in the 
Council by the same tenure and upon the same terms and conditions of 
service as respects remuneration , leave, provident fund, retirement or other 
terminal benefits as he would have held such office, if the Council had 
not been established and shall continue to do so until the Central Govern 
, ment, either on its own motion or at the request of the Council , recalls 

such employee to its service or until the Council, with the concurrence of 
the Central Government, duly absorbs such employee in its regular 
service , whichever is earlier: 

Provided that during the period of deputation of any such cmployec 
with the Council , the Council shall pay to the Central Government in 
respect of every such employee, such contribution itowards his leave 
salary, pension and gratuity as the Central Government“ may , by order 
determino: 


Provided further that any such employee , who has, in respect of the 
proposal of the Council to absorb him in its regular service, intimated 
within such time as may be specified in this behalf by the Council his 
intention of not becoming a regular employee of the Council, shall not 
be absorbed by the Council in its regular service . 


to 


(3 ) If any dispute or doubt arises as to which of the employees serving 
under the Central Government are to be treated as on deputation with 
the Council under this section , such dispute or doubt shall be 
decided by the Central Government in consultation with the Council and 
the decision of the Central Government thereon shall be final. 

(4 ) For the purposes of enabling it efficiently to discharge its funct 
ions under this Act, the Council shall, subject to the other provisions of 
this section and to such rules as may be made in this behalf by the 
Central Government, appoint (whether on deputation or otherwise) such 
number of officers and other employees as it may consider necessary : 

Provided that the appointment of such category of officers as may be 
specified in such rules, shall be subject to the approval of the Central 
Government. 

(5 ). Subject to the other provisions of this section , every officer or 
other employee appointed by the Council shall be subject to such conditions 
of service and shall be entitled to such reinu neration as may be prescribed . 

7 . Functions of the Council .— (1) It shall be the duty of the Council 
to promote, by such measures as it thinks fit , the development of production 
of jute manufactures by increasing the efficiency and productivity in 
the jute industry . 

(2 ) Without prejudice the generality of the provisions of 
subsection ( 1), the measures referred to therein may provide for 

(a ) : evolving an integrated approach to jute cultivation in the 
matter of formulation of schemes , extension work , implementation 
and evaluation of schemes aimed at increasing the yield of jute and 
improving the quality thereof; 

recommending targets for production for jute industry, co 
ordinating production programmes and reviewing progress from time 
to time; 

(d ) suggesting norms of efficiency for jute industry with a view to 
eliminating waste , obtaining optimum production , improving quality 
and reducing costs; 

(e) promoting standardisation of jute manufactures; 

(f) maintenance and improvement of existing markets and deve 
lopment of new markets outside India for jute manufacture and 
devising marketing strategy in consonance with the demand , for such 
manufactures outside India ; 

(g ) sponsoring , assisting , co-ordinating or encouraging scientific, 
technological and economic research into the matters relating to 
materials , equipment, methods of production , product development, 
including discovery and development of new materials , equipment and 
methods and of improvements in those already in use in the jute 
industry ; 
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ensuring stabilisation of prices of jute manufactures in and 
outside India ; 

(i) promoting or undertaking the collection and formulation of 
statistics regarding jute industry; 

(j) propagating information useful to the growers, dealers and 
exporters of jute and producers or manufacturers of jute goods ; 

(k ) such other matters asmay be prescribed . 

(3 ) The Council shall perform its functions under this section in 
accordance with and subject to such rules as may be made by the Central, 
Government and such rules may in particular make provisions for 
ensuring that the Council functions in close liaison with Union agencies, 
institutions and authorities concerned with the jute manufactures 
(including cultivation of jute) and avoids duplication of effort. 

8. Dissolution of the Council.- (1) The Central Government may , 
by notification in the Official Gazette and for reasons to be specified 
therein , direct that the Council shall be dissolved from such date and for 
such period as may be specified in the notification : 

Provided that before issuing any such notification , the Central Gove 
rnment shall give a reasonable opportunity to the Council to make 
representations against the proposed dissolution and shall consider the 
representations, if any, of the Council . 

( 2) When the Council is dissolved under the provisions of subsection 
(1), 

(a ) all the members, notwithstanding that their term of office has 
not expired , shall, from the date of dissolution , vacate their offices as 
such members ; 

(b) , all the powers and duties of the Council shall, during the 
period of dissolution , be exercised and performed by such person or 
persons as the CentralGovernment may appoint in this behalf and their 
remuneration shall be such asmay be prescribed ; 

(c) all funds and other properties vested in the Council shall , 
during the period of dissolution , vest in the Central Government; and 

(d ) as soon as the period of dissolution expires, the Council shall 
be reconstituted in accordance with the provisions of this Act. 


CHAPTER III 

FINANCE ACCOUNTS AND AUDIT 
9 . Grants and loans by the Central Government. — The Central Government 
may , after due appropriation made by Parliament by law in this behalf , 
pay to the Council by way of grants or loans such sums of money as the 
Central Government may think fit for being utilised for the purpose 
of this Act. 


( d ) for 


10. Jute - Fund.- (1) There shall be formed a Fund to be called the 
Jute Fund and there shall be credited thereto 

(a) any fees thatmay be levied and collected under this Act or 
the rules made thereuncler ; 

(b ) any sums of money paid or any grants or loans grinted by 
the Central Governm -nt for the purposes of this Act ; 

(c) any grants or loans that may be made by any person for the 
purposes of this Act . 
(2) The Fund shall be applied 

(a ) for meeting the cost of the measures referred to in section 7 ; 

(b) for meeting the salaries, allowances and other remuneration 
of the officers and other employees of the Council; 
(c) for meeting the other administrative expe.ises of the Council; 
repayment 

of any loans. 
11. Borrowing powers of the Council . – Subject to such rules as may be 
made in this behalt by the Central Government, the Council shall have the. 
power to borrow on the sécurity of the Jute Fund or any other asset for 
carrying out the purposes of this Act. 

12 . Accounts and audit.- ( 1) The Council shall maintain proper 
accounts and other relevant records and prepare an annual statement of 
accounts, including the profit and loss account. and the balance sheet, in 
such form and in such manner is may be prescribed by the Central Govern 
ment in consultation with the Comptroller and Auditor-General of India . 

(2 ). The accounts of the Council shall be audited by the Comptroller 
and Auditòr-General of India at such intervals as may be specified by him 
and any expenditure incurred in connection with such audit shall be 
payable by the Council to the Comptro ler and Auditor -General. 

(3) The Comptroller and Auditor -General of India and any other 
person appointed by him in connection with the audit of the accounts of the 
Council shhll have the same rights and privileg 8 and authority in conne 
ction with such audit as the Comptroller and Auditor-General has in 
connection with the audit of the Government accounts and, in particular , 
shall have the right to demand the production of books, accounts , conn :cte 
vouchers and other documents and papers and to inspect any of the ofices of 
the Council . 

(4 ) The accounts of the Council as certified by the Comptroller and 
Auditor -General of India or any other person appointed by him in this 
behalf together with the audit report thereon shall be forwarded an ually 
to the Central Government and that Governmentshall cause tao sam : 
be laid before each House of Parliament. 
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CHAPTER IV 
CONTROL BY CENTRAL GOVERNMENT 


13. Directions Central Government. -The Council shall carry out such 
directions as may be issued to it from time to time by the Central Government 
for the efficient administration of this Act . 

14 . Returns and reports of activities of the Council.- (1) The Council shall 
furnish to the Central Government at such time and in such form and 
manier as may be prescribed , such returns and statements and such parti. 
culars in regard to any proposed or existing programme for the development 
of jute manufactures , as the Central Government may , from time to time, 
require . 

(2) The Council shall furnish a programme of its activities for each 
year to the Central Government for its information and directions, if any . 

(3) Without prejudice to the provisions of subsection (1), the 
Council shall, as soon as possible , after the end of each year, submit to the 
Central Government a report in such form , and before such date, as may be 
prescribed , giving a true and full account of its activities, policy and . 
programmes during the previous year . 

(4 ) A copy of the report received under - subsection (3) shall be laid , 
as soon as may be, after it is received , before each House of Parliament.

15. Power to call for reports and returns.- The Council may require a 
producer of a jute manufacture to furnish , for the purposes of this Act, such 
statistical or other information in such form and within such period as may 
be specified by the Council . 

16. Power of inspection .-- Any person authorised in this behalf by the 
Central Government or by the Council or any officer of the Council autho 
rised by the Chairman in writing , may,enter, at all reasonable times , any 
place or premises where jute manufactures are stored , kept or exposed for 
sale and may require the production for inspection of any book , register , 
record or other paper kept therein and ask for any information relating to 
the production , storage or keeping for sale of jute manufactures. 

17. Penalties . - Whoever fails to comply with any order or direction 
given under this Act, within such time as may be specified in the said order 
or direction , or contravenés or attempts to contravene or abets the contra 
ve ntion of any of the provisions of this Act or any rules made thereunder, 
shall be purnishable with imprisonment for a term which may extend to one 
year or with fine which may extend to one thousand rupees, or with both . 
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18. Offences by companies.- (1) Where an offence under this act has 
been committed by a company, every person who at the time the offence was 
committed was in charge of, and was responsible to, the company 
for the conduct of the business of the company , as well as the 
company, shall be deemed to be guilty of the offence and shall be liable to 
be proceeded against and punished accordingly: 

Provided that nothing contained in this sub -section shall render any 
such person liable to any punishment provided in this Act, if he proves that 
the offence was committed without his knowledge or that he had exercised 
all due diligence to prevent the commission of such offence 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub- section (1), where 
an offence under this Act has been committed by a company and it is 
proved that the offence has been committed with the consent or connivance 
of, or is attributable to any neglect on the part of, any director manager, 
secretary or other officer of the company, such director, manager 
secretary 

or other officer shall also be deemed to be guilty of that 
offence and shall be liable to be proceeded against and punished 
accordingly . 
Explanation . For the purposes of this section - 

(a ) " Company " means any body corporate and includes a 
firm or other association of individuals ; and 

(b ) " director" , in relation to a firm , means a partner in the 
firm . 

19. Cognizance of offences . - No court inferior to that of a Metro 
politan Magistrate or a Judicial Magistrate of the first class shall try 
any offence punishable under this Act. 

20. Sanction for prosecutions.- Notwithstanding anything contained 
in the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1973, (2 of 1974 ), no court shall 
take cognizance of any offence punishable under this Act except with 
the previous sanction of the Central Government. 

21. Protection of action taken in good faith. — No suit , prosecution 
or other legal proceeding shall lie against the Central Government, or 
the Council or any committee appointed by it, or any member of the 
Council or such - committee , or any officer or other employee of the 
Central Government or of the Council or any other person authorised 
by the Central Government or the Council or the Chairman for 
anything which is in good faith done or intended to be donc under 
this Act or the rules made thereunder. 

22. Members, officers and employees of the Council to be public serdanks. 
All the members and all officers and other employees of the Council 
when acting or purporting to act in pursuance of the provisions of 
this Act or the rules made thereunder shall be deemed to be public 
servants within the meaning of section 21 of the Indian Penal Code 
(45 of 1860). 
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23. Suspension of operation of Act.- (1) If the Central -Governmen 
is satisfied that circum tances have - arisen rendering , it necessary tha 
certain of the restrictions imposed by this Act should cease to be 
imposed and if it considers. it necessary or expedient so to do in the 
public interest, the Central Government may, by notification in the 
Official Gazeite, suspend or relax to a specified exteat and for such 
period as may be specified in the notification , the operation of all or 
any of the provisions of this Act, in all or any of the territories to . 
which this Act extends. 

(2) Where the operation of any provision of this Act has , under 
sub -section (1), been suspended or relaxed , such suspension or relaxation 
may , at any time while this Act remaius in force, be removed by the 
Central Government by notification in the Offic.al Gazette . 

(3) Every notification issued under this section shall be laid , as 
soon as may be after it is issued , before each House of Parliament, while 
it is in session , for a total per od of thirty days which may be comp ised 
in one session or in two or more successive session , and if, before the 
expiry of the session immediately following the session or the successive 
sessions aforesaid , both Houses agree in making any modification in the 
notification or boih Houses agree that the notification should not be 
issued , the notification shall thereafter have effect only in such modified 
form or be of no effect, as the case may be; so , however, that any such 
modification or annulment shall be without prejudice to the validity of 
anything previously done under that notification . 

24. Application of other laws not barred. - The provisions of this Act shall 
be in addition to, and not in derogation of, the provisions of any other 
law for the time being in force . 

25 . Power to make rules.- ( 1). The Central Government may , by, 
notification in the Official Gazette , .make rules for carrying out the 
purposes of this Act. 

( 2) In particular and without prejudice to the generaļity of the 
foregoing power, such rules may provide for all or any of the following 
matters, namely: 
(a ) the powers 

and functions of the Vice Chairman of the 
Council under sub -section (5 ) of section 3 ; 

(b ) the term of office and other conditions of service of members 
the manner of filling vacancies among, and the procedure to be 
followed in the discharge of their functionsby, members, under 
sub -section (6) of section 3 

(c) the manner in which, the conditions subject to which and 
the purposes for which persons may be associated by the Council 
under sub -section (8 ) of section 3 ; 
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( d ) the times and places at which the Council shall meet, 
the rules of procedure to be observed in regard to the transaction 
of business at its meetings and the number of members which 
shall form a quorum at a meeting under sub -section (10) of 
section 33 ; 

(e ) the conditions and limitations subject to which the Council 
may appoint officers and other employees under sub -section (4) of 
section 6 ; 

(1) the conditions of service and the remuneration of officers 
and other employees appointed by the Council under sub -section (5) 
of section 6 ; 

(g) the matters in respect of which the Council may undertake 
measures in the discharge of its functions under clause (k) of sub 
section (2 ) of section 7 ; 

(h ) the remuneration payable to the person or persons referred 
to in clause (b ) of sub-section (2) of section 8 ; 

(i) the conditions subject to which the Council shall borrow on 
the security of the Jute Fund or any other asset under section 11 ; 

(i) the form and manner in which the accounts of the Council 
shall be maintained under sub -section (1) of section 12 ; 

(k ) the time at which and the form and manner in which the 
Council shall furnish returns, statements and other particulars under 
sub -section ( 1) of section 14 ; 

(1) the form in which and the date before which the Council 
shall furnish to the Central Government the report of its activities, 
poliry and programmes under sub -section (3) of section 14 ; 

(m ) any other matter which is to be or may be prescribed or 
provided for by rules under this Act. 

(3) Every rule made under this Act shall be laid , as soon as may 
be after it is made, before each House of Parliament, while it is in 
session , a total period of thirty days which may be comprised in 
one session or in two or more successive sessions, and if, before the 
expiry of the session immediately following the session or the successive 
sessions aforesaid , both Houses agree in making any modification in the 
rule or both Houses agree that the rule should not be made , the rule 
shall thereafter have effect only in such modified form or be of no effect, 
as the case may be ; so , however, that any such modification or annul. 
ment shall be without prejudice to the validity of anything previously 
done under that rule .

Promulgated by the President in the Thirty - fifth Year 

of the Republic of India 
An Ordinance to provide for the acquisition and transfer of the under 
takings of the Inchek Tyres Limited and the National Rubber 
Manufacturers Limited, with a view to securing the proper 
management of such undertakings so as to subserve 
the interests of the general public by ensuring the 
continued manufacture , production and 
distribution of tyres, tubes and other 
rubber goods which are essential 
to the needs of the economy of 
the country and for watters 
connected therewith or 

incidental thereto 


Whereas the Inchek Tyres Limited and the National Rubber Manu 
facturers Limited had been engaged in the manufacture, production and 
distribution of articles mentioned in the First Schedule to the Industries 
(Development and Regulation ) Act, 1951 (65 of 1951) namely, tyres , tubes 
and other rubber goods ; 
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AND WHEREAS the management of the undertakings of the Inchek Tyres 
Limited and the management of the undertakings of the National Rubber 
Manufacturers Limited were taken over by the Central Government 
under the provisions of the Industries (Development and Regulation ) Act, 
1951 (65 of 1951); 

AND WHEREAS for the purpose of securing the optimum utilisation of 
the available facilities for the manufacture , production and distribution of 
tyres, tubes and other rubber goods by the undertakings of the two 
companies, investment of a large amount is necessary ; 

AND WHEREAS it is necessary to acquire the undertakings of the Inchek 
Tyres Limited and the National Rubber Manufacturers Limited to enable 
the Central Government to have such investments made and to ensure 
that the interests of the general public are served by the continuance , 
by the undertakings of the companies , of the manufacture, production and 
distribution of the aforesaid articles hich are essential to the needs of the 
economy of the country ; 

AND WHEREAS Parliament is not in session and the President is satisfied 
that circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take 
immediate action ; 

Now , THEREFORE , in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) 
of article 123 of the Constitution , the President is pleased to promulgate 
the following Ordinance: 


CHAPTER I 
PRELIMINARY 


1. Short titlo_and commencement.- (1). This Ordinance may be 
called the Inchek Tyres Limited and National Rubber Manufacturers 
Limited (Nationalisation ) Ordinance, 1984 . 

(2 ) It shall come into force at once 
2. Definitions. In this Ordinance, unless the context otherwise 
requires , 

(a ) “ appointed day" means the date of commencement of 

this Ordinance ; 
(b ) “ Commissioner " means the Commissioner of Payments 

appointed under section 15 ; 
- (c) " existing Government company " means a Government 

company which is carrying on business on the appointed 

day ; 
(d ) " new Government company. means 

Government 
company formed and registered on or after the appointed 
day ; 
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(e) " notification ” means a 

notification published in the 
Official Gazette . 
(f) " prescribed ” means prescribed by rules made under 

this Ordinance; 
(g ) " specified date ” , in relation to any provision of this 

Ordinance , means such date as the Central Government 
may , by notification , specify for the purposes of that 
provision , and different dates may be specified for different 

provisions of this Ordinance ; 
(h ) " two companies” means the Inchek Tyres Limited and 

the National Rubber Manufacturers Limited , being 
companies as defined in the Companies Act, 1956 (1 of 
1956 ), and having their registered offices at " Leslie House " , 

19 -Jawaharlal Nehru Road , Calcutta - 700013 ; 
(i) words and expressions used herein and not defined but 

defined in the Companies Act, 1956 (1 of 1956 ), shall 
have the meanings respectively assigned to them in that 
Act . 


CHAPTER II 


ACQUISITION AND TRANSFER OF THE UNDERTAKINGS OF THE 

Two COMPANIES 


3. Transfer to , and vesting in , the Central Government of the undertakings 
of the two companies. -- On the appointed day , the undertakings of each of the 
two companies, and the right title and interest of each of the two companies in 
relation to its undertakings, shall, by virtue of this . Ordinance, stand 
transferred to , and shall vest in , the Central Government. 

4 : General effect of vesting.- (1) The undertakings of each of the 
two companies referred to in section 3 shall be deemed to include all 
assets , rights , lease.holds, powers, authorities and privileges, and all 
property, movable and immovable, including lands , buildings, works 
shops, stores, instruments, machinery and equipment, cash balances, 
cash on hand, cheques, demand drafts, reserve funds, investments, book 
debts and all other rights and interests in , or arising out of, such 
property as were immediately before the appointed day in the ownership , 
possession ,power or control of such company whether within or outside 
India , and all books of account, registers and all other documents of 
whatever nature relating thereto . 

( 2) All properties as aforesaid which have vested in the Central 
Government under section 3 shall, by force of such vesting , be freed and 
discharged from any trust, obligation , mortgage, charge, lien and all other 
incumbrances affecting them , and any attachment injunction , decree or 
order of any court, tribunal or other authority restricting the of 


use 


such properties in any manner or appointing any receiver in respect of 
the whole or any part of such properties shall be deemed to have been 
withdrawn . 

( 3) Every mortgagee of any property which has vested under this 
Ordinance in the Central Government and every person holding any 
charge, lien or other interest in , or in relation to any such property shall 
give, within such time and in such manner as may be prescribed, an 
intimation to the Commissioner of such mortgage, charge, lien or other 
interest . 

(4 ) For the removal of doubts, it is hereby declared that the 
mortgagce of any property referred to in sub -section (3 ) or any other 
person holding any charge, lien or other interest in , or in relation to , 
any such property shall be entitled to claim , in accordance with his rights 
and interests, payment of the mortgage money or other dues, in whole 
or in part, out of the amount specified , in relation 

to the company 
owning such property , in the First Schedule, and also out of the amounts 
referred to in section 9 , but, no such mortgage , charge, lien or other 
interest shall be enforceable against any property which has vested in the 
Central Government. 

(5 ) Any licence or other instrument granted to either of 
the two 

companies in relation to any undertaking which has 
vested in the Central Government under section 3 at 

any 

time 
before the appointed day and in force immediately before that day shall 
continue to be in force 

and after such day in 
accordance with its tenor in relation to and for the purposes of such 
undertaking , and, on and from the date of vesting of such undertaking 
under section 6 in an existing Government com pany, or under section 7 
in a new Government company, the existing, or new , Government company , 
as the case may be , shall be deemed to be substituted in such licence 
or other instrument as if such licence or other instrument had been 
granted to such existing , or new , Government company and such existing 
or new , Government company; shall hold it for the remainder of the 
period for which the company to which it was granted would have 
held it under the terms thereof. 

(6) If, on the appointed day, any suit, appeal or other proceeding 
of whatever nature, in relation to any property .which bas vested in the 
Central Government under section 3, instituted or preferred by or against 
either of the two companies is pending, the same shall not abate, be 
discontinued of be, in any way, prejudicially affected by reason of the 
transfer of the undertakings of such company or of anything contained in 
this Ordinance, but the suit, appeal or other proceeding may be continued , 
prosecuted or enforced by or against the Central Government, or where 
the undertakings of the two companies vest under section 6 or section 7 
in an existing , or a new ,, Government company, by or against such Govern 
ment company . 
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5. Companies to be liable for certain prior liabilities.— ( 1) Every liability , 
other than the liability, specified in sub section (2) of each of the 
two companies in respect of any period prior to the appointed day, shall 
be the liability of the concerned company and shall be enforceable 
against it and not against the Central Government,, or where the under 
takings of the two companies vest in an existing or a new , Government 
company , against such Government company . 

(2) Any liability arising in respect of materials supplied to either 
of the two companies after the management of its undertakings had been 
taken over by the Central Government , shall , on and from the appointed 
day, be the liability of the Central Government or of the existing or new , 
Government company aforesaid , and shall be discharged by that 
Government or, as the case may be, the existing , or new , Government 
company, as and when repayment for such supplies becomes due and 
payable . 
(3 ) For the removal of doubts , it is hereby declared that 

(a) save as otherwise expressly provided in this section or in 
any other provision of this Ordinance, no liability, other than the 
liability specified in sub -section ( 2) , of either of the two companies in 
relation to its undertakings in respect of any period prior to the 
appointed day shall be enforceable against the Central Government, 
or where the undertakings of thetwo companies vest in an existing , 
or a new , Government company , against such Government company ; 

(b ) no award , decrce or order of any court, tribunal or other 
authority in relation to the undertakings of either of the 
two companies, passed on or after the appointed day, in respect of 
any matter, claim or dispute, not being a matter , claim or dispute 
in relation to any matter referred to in sub -section (2 ), which 
arose before that day, shall be enforceable against the Central 
Government, where the undertakings of the 

two 
companies vest in an existing , or a new , 

Government company, 
against such Government company; 

( c) no liability incurred by either of the two companies 
before the appointed day, for the contravention of any provision 
of law for the timebeing in force, shall be enforceable against the 
Central Government, or , where the undertakings of the two 
companies vest in an existing , or a new , Government 

company, 
against such Government company . 

6. Power of Central Government to direct vesting of the undertakings of 
the two companies in an existing Government company.- (1) Notwithstanding 
anything contained in sections 3 and 4 , and subject to the provisions of 
section 7, the Central Government may , if it is satisfied that an existing 
Government company is willing to comply, or has complied , with such terms 
and conditions as that Government may think fit to impose , direct, by noti 
fication , that the undertakings of each of the two companies and the right, 
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title and interest of each of the two companiees in relation to its under 
taki ngs,which have vested in the Central Government under section 3 , 
shall, instead of continuing to vest in the Central Government, vest in 
that existing Government company either on the date of the notification 
or on such earlier or later date (not being a date earlier than the appointed 
day) as may be specified in the notification . 

(2) Where the right, title and interest of the two companies in 
relation to their undertakings vest , under sub -section (1 ), in an existing 
Government company , that Government company shall, on and from the 
date of such vesting , be deemed to have become, and , until the transfer of 
the undertakings, by virtue of the provisions of section 7 to a new Govern 
ment company, be deemed to be, the owner in relation to such under 
takings, and the rights and liabilities of the Central Government in 
relation to such undertakings shall, on and from the date of such vesting, 
be deemed to have become, and, until the date of such transfer ,, be deemed 
to be, the rights and liabilities, respectively, of that existing Government 
company. 

7. Transfer of the undertakings of the two companies from an existing 
Government company to a new Government company.— (1) Notwithstanding any 
thing contained in sections 3 and 4 , where the undertakings of each of the 
two companies have been directed , under sub-section (1) of section 6 , to vest 
in an existing Government company, the Central Government may, if 
it is satisfied that a new Gevernment company is willing to comply , or 
has complied , with such terms and conditions as that Government may 
think fit to impose, declare, by notification , that the undertakings of each 
of the two companies and the right, title and interest of each of the two 
companies in relation to its undertakings be transferred to that new 
Government company , and on the issue of such declaration , the right: 
title and interest of each of the two companies in relation to its undertak 
ings which had been directed under sub- section (1) of section 6 to vest 
in an existing Government company, shall , instead of continuing to vest . in 
that existing Government company vest in that new Government company 
with effcet from the date on which such declaration is made. 

(2) Where the right title and interest of the existing Government 
company in relation to the undertakings of the two companies vest, under 
sub- section ( 1), in a new Government company, that Government company 
shall , on and from the date of such vesting, be deemed to have become 
the owner in relation to such undertakings and the rights and liabilities 
of the existing Government company in relation to such undertakings, 
shall , on and from the date of such vesting, be deemed to have become the 
rights and liabilities, respectively, of that new Government company . 


CHAPTER III 
PAYMENT OF AMOUNTS 


8. Payment of amount. For the transfer t ) , and vesting in , the Central 
Government, under section 3 , of the undertakings of each of the two 
companies, and the right, title and interest of each of the two companies 
in relation to its undertakings, there shall be paid by the Central Govern 
ment to each of the two companies, in cash and in the manner specified in 
Chapter VI, an amount equal to the amount specified against the name of 
such company in the First Schedule . 

9. Payment of further amounts.- ( 17 . For the deprivation of the two 
companies of the management of their undertakings during the period 
commencing on the date on which the undertakings of each such company 
was taken over in pursuance of the orders made by the Central Govern 
ment under the provisions of the Industries ( Development and Regulation ) 
Act, 1951 (65 of 1951) and ending on the appointed day, there shall be paid 
by the CentralGovernment to each of the companies in cash , an amount 
of rupees fifty thousand . 

The amount referred to in section 8 and the amount specified in 
sub -section (1) shall carry simple interest at the rate of four per cent, per 
annum for the period commencing on the appointed day and ending on the 
date on which payment of such amounts is made by the Central Govern 
ment to the Commissioner . 

(3) The amount referred to in sub-section (1) and the amount 
determined in accordance with the provisions of sub - section (2 ) shall be 
given by the Central Government to the two companies, in addition to the 
amount specified in section 8 . 

(4 ) For the removal of doubts, it is hereby declared that the liabilit 
ties of either of the two companies in relation to its undertakings which have 
vested in the Central Government under section 3, shall be discharged 
from the amount referred to in section 8 , and also from the 
specified in sub -section ( 1 ) and the amount determined under sub- section 
(2 ), in accordance with the rights and interests of the creditors of the 
two companies.

CHAPTER IV 
MANAGEMENT, ETC., OF THE UNDERTAKINGS OF THE TWO COMPANIES 

10. Management, etc., of the undertakings of the two companies. - The 
general superintendence , direction , control and management of the affairs 
and business of the undertakings of each of the two companies , the right, 
title and interest in relation to which have vested in the Central Govern 
ment under section 3 , shall, 

(a ) where a direction has been given by the CentralGovern 
ment under sub-section (1 ) of section 6 , vest on and from the date 
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specified in such direction , in the existing Government company 
specified therein ; or 

( b ) where a declaration has been made under sub -section 
( 1) of section 7, vest, on and from the date of such declaration , in 

the new Government company specified therein , 
and there upon the existing , or new Government company so specified , shall 
be entitled to exercise , to the exclusion of all other persons, all such powers 
and do all such things as either, or both , of the two companies, is or are, 
authorised to exercise and do in relation to its or their 

undertakings. 
11. - Duty of persons in charge of management of undertakings of the two 
companies to deliver all assets , etc.- ( 1) On the vesting of the management 
of the undertakings of the two companies in an existing , or a new , Govern 
ment company, all persons in charge of the management of the undertakings 
of either of the two companies immediately before such vesting shall be 
bound to deliver to such Government company , all assets, books of account, 
registers and other documents in their custody relating to the undertakings. 

(2) The Central Government may, issue such directions as it may . 
deem desirable in the circumstances of the case to the existing , or new , 
Government company and such Government company may also , if it is 
considered necessary so to do, apply to the Central Government at any time 
for instructions as to the manner in which the management of the under 
takings of the two companies shall be conducted or in relation to any other 
matter arising in the course of such management. 

12. Daty of persons to account for assets etc., in their possession .- ( 1) 
Any person who has, on the appointed day, in his possession or under his 
control any assets , books, documents or other papers relating to the under 
takings owned by either of the two companies, which have vested in the 
Central Government or in an existing, or a new ,Government company under 
this Ordinance , shall be liable to account for the said assets, books, 
documents and other papers to the Central Government or the existing , or 
new , Government company , as the case may be, and shall deliver them 
to the Central Government or the existing , or new , Government company 
or to such person or persons as the Central Government or the existing , or 
new , Government company may specify in this behalf. 

(2 ) The Central Government or the Government company 
aforesaid may take, or cause to be taken all necessary steps for securing 
possession of the undertakings of the two companies which have vested 
in the Central Government or the Government company under this. 
Ordinance . 

(3 ) The two companies shall , within such period as the Central 
Government may allow in this behalf , furnish to that Government a 
complete inventory of all their properties and assets , as on the appointed 
day, pertaining to the undertakings which have vested in the Central 
Government under section 3, and , for this purpose, the Central Gevernment 
or the Government company aforesaid shall afford to the two companies all 
reasonable facilities.

13.Continuince of employees.- ( 1) Every person

and shall hold office or service under the Central Government or the

the existing, or new , Guver..ment coinpiny , shall not enti le such officer or 
other employee to any compensation under this Ordinance or any o :her law 
for the time being in forceadno such claim shall be eatertained by any 
court, tribunal or other authority . 

14. Provident furid and other funds.- ( 1) Where either of the two 
companies has established a provident fund , superannuation , welfare or 
other fund for the benefit of the persons employed in any of its undertakings, 
the moneys relatable to the officers or other employees whose services have 
become tranz erred by or under this Ordinance to the Central Govern 
mint or an existing or a new Governmeat company shall, out o the money s 
standing, on the appointed day , to the credit of such provident fund, 
superannuation , we tare or other fund , stand tranf-rred to , and shall vet 
iu , the Central Government or the existing or New Guver pinent co.n , any, 
as the case may be. 

(2) The moneys which stand trans erred under sub- section (1) to 
che CentralGovernment or the existing or new Government conipany, as 
the case may be, shall be dealt with by that Govenment or the existing, or 
the new , Government company in such manuer as may be prescribes .

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CHAPTER VI 

CoxsBONER OF PAYMENTS ) 
15. Appointment of Commissioner of Payments .- (1) The Central 
Government shall, for the purpose of disbursing the amounts payable under 
sections 3 and 9 to each of the two companies, by notification , appoint a 
Commissioner of Pavments. 

(2) The Central Government may appoint such other persons as it 
may think fit to assist the Commissioner and thereupon the Commissioner 
may authorise or more of such 

persons also to 
exercise all or any of 

the 

powers exercisable by him under 
this Ordinance and oifferent personsmay be authorised to exercise different 
powers . 

(3) Any person authorised by the Commissioner to exercise any of 
the powers exercisable by the Commissioner may exercise those powers in 
the same manner and with the same effect as if they have been conferred 
on that person directly by this Ordinance and not by way of authorisation , 

(4 ) The salaries and allowances of the Commissioner and other 
persons appointed under this sectioa shall be defrayed out of the 
Consolidated Fund of India . 


16. Payment by Central Government to the Commissioner .- (1) The 
Central Government shall, within thirty days from the specified date, 
pay in cash to the Commissioner, for payment to each 

of the two 
companies, 

(a ) an amount equal to the amount specified against the 
name of such company in the First Schedule ; and 

(b ) an amount equal to the amounts payable to each of the 
two companies under section 9 . 

(2 ) A deposit account shall be opened by the Central Government 
in favour of the Commissioner in the Public Account of India and every 
amount paid under this Ordinance to the Commissioner shall be deposited 
by_him to the credit of the said deposit account and the said deposit 
account shall be operated by the Commissioner. and 

(3 ) Separate records shall be maintained by the Commissioner in 
respect of the undertakings of each of the two companies in relation 
to which payments have been made to him under this Ordinance . 

(6) Interest accruing on the amount standing to the credit of the 
deposit account referred to in subsection (2 ) shall enure to the benefit 
of the two companies. 

17. Certain powers of Central Government or existing, of new , Government 
Company.- ( 1) The Central Government or the existing , or new , Government 
company , as the case may be, shall be entitled to receive upto the specified 
date, to the exclusion of all other persons, any money due to either of the 
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two companies in relation to its undertakings which have vested in the 
Central Government or the existing , or new , Government company, as 
the case may be, and realised after the appointed day notwithstanding 
that the realisation pertains to a period prior to the appointed day . 

(2 ) The Central Government, or the existing , or new , Government 
company, as the case may be , may make a claim to the Commissioner 
with regard to every payment made by it after the appointed day, for 
discharging any liability of either of the two companies. not being any 
liability specified in sub -section (2) of section 5, in relation to any period 
prior to the appointed day , and every such claim shall have priority , 
in accordance with the priorities attaching, under this Ordinance, to 
the matter in relation to which such liability has been discharged by 
the Central Government or the existing , or new ,Government company . 

( 3) Save as otherwise provided in this Ordinance, the liabilities 
of either of the two companies in respect of any transaction prior to 
the appointed day which have not been discharged on or before the 
specified date shall be the liabilities of the respective company . 

18. Claims to be made to the Comn issioner. — Every person having a 
claim against either of the two companies with regard to any of thematters 
specified in the Second Schedule pertaining to any underiakings owned by 
it , shall prefer such claim before the Commissioner , within thirty days 
from the specified date : 

Provided that if the Commissioner is satisfied that the claimant was 
prevented by sufficient cause from preferring the claim within the said 
period of thirty days, hemay entertain the claim within a futher period of 
thirty days but not thereafter.. 

19 . Priority of claims.- The claims arising out of the matters specified 
in the Second Schedule shall have priorities in accordance with the 
following principles, namely : 

- . (a) Category I shall have precedence over all other categories 
and Category II shall have precedence over Category III, and 
so on ; 

(b ) the claims specified in each of the categories sha l rank 
equally and be paid in full, but, if the amount is insufficient to 
meet such claims in full, they shall abate in equal proportions and 
be paid accordingly , and 

(c) the question of discharging any liability with regard to a 
matter specified in a lower category shall arise only if a surplus is 
left after meeting all the liabilites specified in the immediately higher 
category . 


20. Examination of claims.- ( 1 ) On receipt of the claims made under 
section 18 , the Commissioner shall arrange the claims in the order of 
priorities specified in the Second Schedule and examine the same in 
accordance with such order. 

(2). If, on examination of the claims, the Commissioner is of 
opinion that the amount paid to him under this Ordinance is not 
sufficient to meet the liabilities specified in any lower category, he shall 
not be required to examine the claims in respect of such lower category . 

21. Admission or rejectinn of claims.- (1) After examining the claims 
with reference to the priorities specified in the Second Schedule, the 
Commissioner shall fix a date on or before which every claimant shall file 
the proof of his claim . 
(2) Not less than fourteen days notice of the date so 

fixed 
shall be given by advertisement in one issue of any daily newspaper in 
the English language having circulation in the major part of the country 
and in one issue of any daily newspaper in such regional language as the 
Commissioner may consider suitable, and every such notice shall call 
upon the claimant to file the proof of his claim with the Commissioner 
within the period specified in the advertisement. 

(3) Every claimant who fails to file the proof of his claim within 
the period specified by the Commissioner shall be excluded from the 
disbursement made by the Commissioner . 

(4) The Commissioner shall, after such investigation as may, in 
his opinion , be necessary and after giving the concerned company an 
opportunity of refuring the claim and after giving the claimint a reason 
able opportunity of being heard , admit or reject by order in writing 
the claim in whole or in part. 

(5 ) The Commissioner shall have the power to regulate his own 
procedure in all matters arising out of the discharge of his functions, 
inc uding the place or places at which he may hold his sittings and 
shall, for the purpose of making any investigation under this Ordinance, 
h ve thc same powers as are vested in a civil court under the Code of 
Civil Procedure, 1908, (5 of 1908 ) whi.e trying a suit, in respect of the 
following matters, namely : 

(a ) the summoning and enforcing the attendance of any 
witness and examining him on oath ; 

(b ), the discovery and production of any document or other 
material object producible as evidence ; 

(c ) the reception of evidence on affidavits ; 
(d) the issuing of any - commission for the examination 

of 
witnesses. 

(6 ) . Any investigation before the Commissioner shall be deemed 
to be a judicial proceeding within the meaning of sections 193 and 
228 of the Indian Penal Code (45 of 1860 ) and the Commissioner shall 
be c eemed 10 be a civil court for the purposes of section 193 and Chapter 
XXVI of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1973 (2 of 1974 ) , 
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(7 ) A claimant who is dissatisfied with the decision of the Commissioner 
may prefer an appeal against such decision to the principal civil court of 
original jurisdiction within the local limits of whose jurisdiction the regist 
ered office of the concerned company is situated : 

Provided that where a person who is a Judge of a High Court is appo . 
inted to be the Commissioner, such appeal shall le to the High Court 
exercising jurisdiction over the place in which the registered office of the 
concerned company is situated and such appeal shall be heard and dispose I 
of by not less than two judges ofthat High Court. 


22. Disbut sement of money by Commissionet.- Aſter ad nitting a claim 
under this Ordiance the amount due in respect of such claim shall be paid 
by the Commissioner to the person or persons to whom such amount is due, 
and on such payment, the liability of each of the two companies in respect 
of such claim shall stand discharged . 


23. Disbursement of amounts to the companies .- ( 1) If, out of the moneys 
paid to him in relation to the underıakings of either of th : two companies, 
there is a bilance left after meeting the liabilities as specified in the S :cond 
Sche tule, the Commissioner shall disburse such balance 10 , the concerned 
company. 

(2) Where the possession of any machinery, equipment or other pro 
perty has vested in the Central Government or the existing, or new , Go 
vernment company under this Ordinance, but sich machinery, equipment 
or other property do :s not belong to either of the two c mpanies, it shall 
be lawful for the CentralGernment or the existing , or new , Government 
company, as the case may be, to continue to possess such machinery or eq . 
uipment or other pr periy on the same terms and conditions under which 
they were possessed by either of the two companies immed.ately before the 
appointed day. 


24 . Undisbursed or unclaimed amount to be deposited with the general 
revenue account. - Any money paid to the Commissioner, which remains un dis 
-bursed or unclaimed on the date immediately preceding the date on which 
the office of the Commissioner is finally wound up , shall be transferred by 
the Commissioner , before his office is finally wound up , to the general reie 
nue account of the Central 

Government; but a claim to any money so 
transferred may be preferred to the Central Government by the person 
entitled to such payment and shall be dealt with as if such transfer had 
not been made, and the order, if any, for the payment of the claim being 
treated as an order for the refund of ( revenue. 


CHAPTER VII 
MISCELLANEOUS 


25. Ordinance to have overriding effect. - The provisions of this Ordinance 
shall have effe :t notwithstanding anything inconsistent therewith contrin d 
in any other law for the time being in force or in any in trument having 
effect by vircue of any law , other thin this Ordinance, or in any decree or 
order of any court, tribunal or other authority . 

26. Contracts to cease to have effect unless ratified by the Central Governmeni 
of existing, 01 new , Government Company.- Every contract entered into by 
either of the two companies in relation to any of its undertakings which 
has vested in the Central Government under section 3 for any service, sale 
or supply, and in force immediately before the appointed day , shall on and 
from the expiry of a period of one hundred and eighty days from such day , 
cease to have effect unless such contract is , before the expiry of that period , 
ratified , in writing , by the Central Government or the existing, or new , 
Government company and in ratifying such contract, the Central Govern 
ment or the existing , or new , Government company may make such alteration 
or mod.fication therein as it may think fit: 


Provided that the Central Government or the existing, or new , Governo 
ment company shall not onit to ratify a contract and shall not make any 
alteration or modification in a contract 

(a) unless it is satisfied that such contract is unduly onerous, or 
has been entered into in bad faith , or is detrimental to the interests 
of the Central Government or such Government company; and 

(b ) except a !ter giving the parties to the contract a reasonable 
opportunity of being heard and except after recording in writing its 
reasons for refusal to ratify the contract or for making any altera 
tion or modincation therein . 


27. Penalties - Any person who, 

(a) having in his possession , custody or control any property form 
ing part of any undertaking of either of the two companies, wrongfully 
withkolds such property from the Central Government or the existing, 
or new , Government company; or 

(b ) wrongfully obtains possession of, or retains, any property 
forming part of any undertaking of ci.her of the two companies; or 

(c) wilfully withholds or fails to furnish to the Central Government 
or the existing , or new , Government company or any person or body 
of personsspecified by that Government or Government company , any 
document relating to such undertaking, which may be in his possession , 
custody or control; or 
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(d ) fails to deliver to the Central Government or the existing , or 
new ,Government company , as the case may be, or any person or body 
of persons specified by that Government, or Government company, any 
assets. books of account. registers or ciher documents in his possession , 
custody or control, relating to the undertakings of either of the two 
companies; or 

(e) wrongfully removes or destroys any property forming part of 
any undertaking of either of the two companies or prefers any claim 
which he knows or has reasonable cause to believe to be false or grossly 

inaccurate , 
shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term which may extend to 
two years, or with fine which may extend to ten thousand rupees, or with 
both . 


28 . Offences by companies.- (1) Where an offence under this Ordin 
ance has been commitied by a company, every person , who, at the ume 
when the offence was committed was in charge of, and was responsible to , 
the company for the conduct of the business of the company, as well as the 
company , s all be deemed to be guilty of the off nce and shall be liable 
to be proceeded against and punished according y: 

Provided that nothirg contained in this sub-section shall render any 
such person liable to any punishment, if he proves that the offence was 
com.nitted without his kno vl dge or that he had exercised all due dili. 
gence to prevent the commission of such offence . 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sıb -section (1), where 
any offence under this Ordinance has been committed by a company and 
it is proved that the offence has been committed with the consent or conni 
vance of, 
or is attributable to any neglect on the part of, any director, manager, 
secretary or other officer of the company, such dir cor, manager, secretary 
or other officer shall be deemed to be guilty of that offence and shall be 
liable to be proceeded against and punished accordingly . 
Explanation .--For the purposes of this sec ion , 

(a ) " company ” mein any body corporate and includes a firm or 
other association of individuals ; and 

(b ) " director" , in relation to a firm , means a partner in the firm . 
29. Protection of action taken in good faith.- (1) No suit , prosecution 
or other legal proc eding shall lie against the Central Government or the 
exist ng, or now , Government company or any officer or other employee of 
that Government or theGovernment company or any person authorised Ly 
that Government or Government company for any thing which is in good 
faith done or intended to be done under this Ordinance . 
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(2) No suit, or other legal proceeding , shall lie against the Central 
Government or the existing, or new , Gove nment company , or any officer or 
other employee of that Government or Government company or any person 
authorised by that Government or Government company for any damage 
caused or likely to be caused by anything which is in good faiih done or 
intended to be done under this Ordinance . 


30. Delegation of powers.-- ( 1) The Central Government, may, by 
notification , direct that all or any of the powes exercisable by it under this 
Ordinance , other than the powers conferred by this section , section 31 or 
section 32 , may also be exercised by such pe.sou or persoas as may be 
specified in the notification . 

(2) Whencver any deleguion of power is made under subsection (1) , 
the person to whom such power has been delegated shall act under the 
direction , control and supervision of the CentralGovernment.

31. Power to make rules.- ( 1) The Central Government may , by 
notification , make rules for carrying out the provisions of this Ordinance . 

(2) In particular , and without prej dice to the generality of the 
foregoing power , such rules may provide for all or any of the following 
matters, namely : 

(a ) the time within which , and the manner in which , an 
intimation referred to in subsection (3) of suction 4 shall be given ; 

(b ) the manner in which the moneys in any provident fund or 
other fund referred to in section 14 shall be dealt with ; 

any oibar matter which is required to be or may be, pres 
cribed . 

(3) Every rule made by the Central Government under this 
Ordinance shall be laid , as soon as may be afier it is made , before 
each House of Parliament while it is in session for a total period of thir y 
days which may be comprised in one session or in two or more succ ssive 
sessions, and if , before the expiry of the session immediately following the 
session or the successive session afort said , both Houses agree in making any 
modification in the rule or both Houses agree that the rule should not be 
made, the rule shall thereafter have effect only in sich modified form or be 
of no eflect, as the case inay be; so , however, that any such modification or 
annulment shall be withoul prejudice to the validity of anything previously 
done under that rule, 


32. Power to remove difficulties.- If any difficulty arises in giving effect 
to the provisions of this Ordinance , the Central Government may, by 
order, not inconsistent with the provisious of this Ordinance , remove the 
d.fficulty : 

Provided that no such order shall be made after the expiry of a period 
of two years from the appointed day.
